With a sufficient number 
of applicants, CERT will 
hold a training class this 
summer. Starting in July, 
it is anticipated to last 
eight weeks, meeting once 
a week in the evening. 

CERT Training is 
designed to prepare CERT 
members to help them- 
selves, their families and 
neighbors in the event 


of a catastrophic disas- 
ter. Because emergency 
services personnel may not 
be able to help everyone 
immediately, CEIiT mem- 
bers make a difference bv 
using the skills learned in 
classes to make residents 
more comfortable, save 
lives and protect property. 


CERT Training covers 
basic skills that are 
important to know if a 
disaster when emergency 
services are not available. 
These include fire safety 
and suppression, medical 
treatment and triage, and 
search and rescue opera- 
tions.

POLICE BEAT 
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Traffic radar trailer is back o:

Radar trailer 

The town's refurbished 
traffic radar trailer is back 
on the job. The 11-year- 
old piece of equipment 
has some new LED lights, 
hattery cables and is 
weather-sealed for opti- 
mum performance. Fixes 
and upgrades cost about 
S500. The trailer show s 
the speed limit and the 
speed of approaching 
traffic. 

If residents want to 
request placing their 
trailer in their neighbor- 
hood. tiles should email 
info(a cohassetpolice.com 

“Folks need to realize 
there is a high demand." 
said Acting Chief William 
Quigley. 

1 le explained that police 
follow up after the trailer 
has been moved to another 
location with increased 
enforcement. “There’s a 
high probability you will 
see a cruiser in your neigh- 
borhood on traffic patrol 
after the trailer has been 
there," he said. 

Quigley also said special 
officers start this weekend 
and will he on foot in the 
village and on bicycles on 
weekends through July 1. 
After July 1. special officers 
will he on duty Wednes- 
days through Sundays 
through the summer. 

Police are currently 
interviewing applicants 
to bring the special officer 
contingent up to full force. 

MVA bad spot 

One of the worst places 
in town in terms of car 
accidents is King Street 
(Route 3 A) near the 
entrance to Avalon and 
Dunkin Donuts. 

On Sunday (May .31) 
around 1:54 p.m. police 
responded to a two-car 
accident near the Avalon 
driveway. A 2006 Jeep, 
operated by a 53-year- 
old Norwell woman, was 


headed north when she 
slowed to make a left 
into Avalon and was hit 
from behind by a 2014 
Audi sedan, operated 
by a .3.3 -year-old Boston 
woman, who w;is cited for 
following too closely on a 
state highway. 

As it turns out the 
driver of the Jeep had 
a suspended license for 
operating under the 
influence: her car was 
unregistered and unin- 
sured and had an expired 
inspection sticker. The 
Norwell woman was not 
impaired hut will face 
those charges. Operating 
with a suspended license 
for OUT carries a 60-day 
jail term. Both vehicles 
were towed. 

Underage party 

Police will be summons- 
ing a 20-year-old Cohasset 
man and his 66-vear-old 
father on charges related 
to an underage drinking 
party on Howe Road on 
Saturday (May .30) around 
1:30 a.m. Police responded 
to a complaint about 
drunken individuals jump- 
ing on the trampoline and 
upon arrival found the 
home littered with alcohol, 
including beer, vodka and 
whiskey as well as a large 
group of minors who were 
under the influence. The 
father claims to have been 
sleeping and was unaware 
of the underage party hut 
police find that difficult to 
believe. 

The father and son are 
being summonsed on 
the following charges: 
obstruction of a police 
investigation; keeping a 
disorderly house; disor- 
derly conduct; disturbing 
the peace; furnishing 
liquor to minors; and 
contributing to the delin- 
quency of a child. 

Police were tied up at 
the house for more than 
3 hours, trying to get 
parents to respond to pick 
up their sons and daugh- 
ters. The group was from 
Hull. Whitman, Abington, 


Rockland, and South 
Easton, police said. Police 
seized a large quantity of 
alcohol as evidence. 

In addition, sev eral 
guests fled the scene. One 
young man called police 
from the woods to report 
the girl he was with was 
complaining of a spinal 
injury and they were lost. 
K-9 units from Cohas- 
set and Weymouth were 
called to help find them. 
The duo eventually made 
it out of the woods on 
their own and paramedics 
checked out the girl. She 
planned to seek follow-up 
medical care on her own. 
police said. 

In all there were 21 
party guests. Police plan to 
seek restitution from the 
party hosts of about $500 
in overtime and resources 
spent while they were tied 
up at the scene.

District staff has been

What do you do with 
a drunken sailor?

A nchors Avveigh ! 

It's officially 
boating season in 
Massachusetts’ coastal 
communities! But. before 
loading up that cooler, 
make sure you’re aware of 
the serious consequences 
of having a hit too much 
grog before taking the 
helm of your seagoing 
summer surfslayer. 

Although we saltwater- 
blooded New Englanders 
can't help but feel a sense 
of enhanced liberty whilst 
out on the hounding main, 
operating a vessel under the 
influence of liquor or drugs 
(or with a blood-alcohol 
content of .08 or greater), 
commonly referred to ;is 
boating under the influ- 
ence, or “BUI,” is a criminal 
act under Massachusetts 
General Laws, chapter 90B 
section 8. Sailors beware 
as well, you're not safe just 
because you’re powered by 
the wind; M.G.L c. 90B sec. 
1 defines “vessel" as a “water- 
craft of every description." 

Not unlike the drunk driv- 
ing laws, M.G.L c. 90B sec. 

8 provides tiered penalties, 
depending on ;in offender's 
history of getting behind 
the wheel - or helm - after 
having too much to drink. 
For a first offense, one 
can face a $100 - $1,000 
fine and up to 2-' 2 years 
in the house of correc- 
tion. For someone who luis 
been convicted of a similar 
offense within six veal’s of 
the new arrest, the penalty 
includes a minimum term 
of incarceration of 14 days. 
From there, the minimum 
periods of incarceration 
rapidly increase, depending

on how many prior offenses 
one has. Legislation cur- 
rentlv pending on Beacon 
Hill (MA H.B. 1662) also 
clarifies tin* existing statute 
to expressly include prior 
drunk driving convictions 
;is predicate offenses that 
may be considered for the 
purpose of charging and 
sentencing under M.G.L 
c. 90 B sec. 8. In addition to 
incarceration, all levels of 
offenders .also face suspen- 
sion or revocation of both 
their licenses to drive ;uid 
their boat registrations. 

Although there are simi- 
larities, a major difference 
between M.G.L c. 90B sec. 

8 and its drunken driving 
cousin, M.G.L c. 90 sec. 24, 
is that any violation, even the 
first offense, cannot be con- 
tinued without a finding. A 
continuance without a find- 
ing. or a “CWOF," is a type 
of probationary disposition, 
often resen t'd for first-time 
offenders, in which the case 
is eventually dismissed after 
the successful completion 
of some term of probation. 
Unfortunately for boaters, 
M.G.L c. 90B sec. 8(aXl) 

(B) expressly provides that 
“[a J prosecution commenced 
under the provisions of this 
paragraph shall not be placed 
on file or continued without a 
finding.” What this essentially 
means is that, if arrested for 
BUI, you’re likely to end up 
with a criminal conviction 
on your record, even if you’ve 
never been arrested for any- 
tliing else in your life. 

So what dot's “under the 
influence” even mean when 
it comes to boating? Just last 
year, in the case of Common- 
wealth v. Morse, the Supreme 
Judicial Court ruled that, 
because of the similarity of 


the kuiguage in both M.G.L 
c. 90B sec -8 (BIT) and 
M.G.L c. 90 sec. 24 (OUI), 
the same standard that 
applies to drivers, also applies 
to boaters. As the court stated 
in Morse, “an individual may 
be found to have been “under 
the influence" when his 
consumption of intoxicating 
liquor, marijuana, narcotic 
drugs, depressants, or other 
stimulant substances dimin- 
ished his ability to operate a 
motor vehicle safely - [the 
prosecution] must prove a 
diminished capacity to oper- 
ate safely. Such proof must 
comprise more than just the 
defendant’s admission of 
guilt: the Commonwealth 
must adduce other evi- 
dence that corroborates the 
defendant's statements and 
establishes that the crime 
was real and not imaginary.” 
Such “other evidence” could 
consist of any number of 
tilings that may have been 
observed or seized by a law 
enforcement official, such 
as erratic or reckless opera- 
tion, observations of physical 
signs of impairment, and 
indicia that alcohol liad been 
consumed. 

Because a legal column 
wouldn’t be quite complete 
without a good disclaimer, 
we certainly don’t want to 
encourage drinking and 
boating and the best policy 
is, of course, to always 
abstain from drinking before 
operating any type of vehicle 
or vessel. So, keep it above 
bo;u’d and have a great time 
on the water this summer!

By and large. these 
Marirn*r'> have gone unrec- 
ognized and unth.mked 
for their service. despite 
the fact that the Merchant 
Marine suffered the highest 
rate of casualties of any ser- 
vice in World War II 

Fran Collins is one of 
that handful. As another 
Memorial Day came and 
went. Collins was again 
saddened though not sur- 
prised) at the omission of 
his hardworking anil self- 
less comrades from the 
ceremonies. 

It's not that he, person- 
ally. needs to be praised. 
It's a matter of principle. 
We honor Army, Navy, 
Coast Guard, Air Force, and 
Marine veterans year after 
year for their sacrifices; 
why should the Merchant 
Marine, which sacrificed 
most heavily of all, he left 

out? 

In World War II. one out 
of every 2b Mariners paid 
the toll of passage with his 
life - a total of nearly lo.ooo 
lives, including those who 
died later .is a result of 
combat wounds. It's hard 
to get an exact count, since 
detailed records were not 
kept as they were for other 
services. 

Compare that ratio to the 
next most dangerous posi- 
tion. Marine, where the 
casualty rate was one in .'J4. 
In the Navy, only one of 114 
seamen lost Ills life. 

Merchant ships had few 
guns and Armed Guards 
aboard. Some had none at 
all. The American Leader, 
captained by George Duffy - , 
only had nine. They sailed 
without the guidance or 
protection of battleships. 

They were never not in 
harm's way,* said Collins. 

From the moment they 
left port until the moment 
they returned. Merchant 
ships were subject to attack 
by bombers, kamikaze, 
battleships, submarines, 
mines, and land-based artil- 
lery - basically, every kind 
of attack possible in a war. 

At 11 knots per hour, 
early Merchant ships were 
easy prey. Later ships and 
tankers could travel as fast 
as 16 knots per hour. When 
hit, vessels went down fast 
- within a minute or two

Merchant ships 
were used to 
transport troops 
and munitions to 
the beach for a 
successful inva- 
sion. 

and left few survivors. 

Merchant ships took part 
in invasions right alongside 
the military in such criti- 
cal advances as Okinawa. 
Iwo Jima, and Normandy, 
during which 2,700 Mer- 
chant ships were used 
to transport troops and 
munitions to the beach for 
a successful invasion. 

But their primary role was 
to provide necessary sup- 
plies to war zones, including 
troops, food, ammunition, 
tanks, airplanes, bombs, 
winter boots, and raw 
materials. 

A Liberty ship could 
carry over ft, 000 tons of 
cargo. That's equivalent to 
2,840 Jeeps, 440 tanks, or 
2.40 million rounds of rifle 
ammo. Tankers brought 
liquid goods such as gas and 
oil for fuel. 

Without the Merchant 
Marine, other US Military 
services would have been 
unable to serve, let alone 
win the war - and the Ger- 
mans demonstrated their 
understanding of the prin- 
ciple by targeting the US 
tanker fleet soon after the 
US declared war on them. 

“These men and women 
who did so much for so 
little for so long were nev er 
recognized,” said Collins. 
"Manners get no recogni- 
tion unless something goes 
wrong.” 

The negative perception 
of Mariners began with 
gossip columnist Walter 
Winchell, who believed the 
National Maritime Union 
was being run by Com- 
munists. Winchell spread 
a rumor that Mariners had 
refused to unload cargo at 
Guadalcanal during the 
Allies' first major offensive 
campaign against Japan.

In 50 years at sea, Col- 
lins has seen ships go down, 
survived pirate-infested 
waters, and just barely 
dodged Black Hawk Down 
(his ship had just departed 
when it happened). He was 
in Vietnam when his first 
son was born, and he cred- 
its a shipwreck that brought 
him home early for Christ- 
mas for the birth of his 
youngest. 


Collins retired more than 
four years ago but continues 
to teach part-time at Mass 
Maritime, which keeps him 
at sea for a good chunk of 
the year. 

Collins is proud of the 
work his fellow Mariners 
have done and asks only 
that they receive the same 
degree of honor as those 
they aided on the front 
lines. One of his proudest 
moments came when he 
visited his children in D. C. 
and stumbled unsuspecting 


on a Merchant Marine flag 
flying high and proud at the 
nation's capital. 

It almost moved him to 
tears to see it there. Imagine 
the impact it would have for 
Collins and other Cohasset 
Mariners to see their flag 
flying over their very own 
harbor, alongside the others 
at Veterans Park, where it 
belongs.

Mann won three purple 
hearts, survived the attack 
on D-Day and fought the 
Battle of the Bulge He was 
the only soldier to sur- 
vive a hit on his unit. He 
was 21 years old when he 
returned home as a hero. 

Mann will speak about 
his love for America, its 
core values and what 
makes this nation great. 
His recent presentations 
at bookstores and Rotary 
Clubs have received won- 
derful reviews including

Mann, a native of 
Chelsea, and graduate of 
Emerson College, had a 
broadcast career in New 
England, New York and 
the Midwest.

Quoaset View Farm in 
Portsmouth. Rhode Island. 
Quoaset has provided berries 
for the Strawberry Festival 
ever since it began. 

A team of volunteers 
swoops in to hull. wash, slice, 
sugar, and bag the uhra- 
fresh berries Thursday night 
Friday morning, the cakes 
are assembled and many are 
delivered to businesses in the 
village and along 3A. The 
Common opeas later in the 
;iftemoon ;uid guests start 
rolling in. 

Satunlav and Sunday are 
the biggest days. Each is 
divided into three shifts, and 
each shift requires eight to 
ten volunteers for cakes. .. 
plus another eight to ten for 
grilling. In a 250-strong con- 
gregation. that means a lot of 
folks work double shifts. 

Someone always makes it a 
point to take a tray around to 
the vendors at the Common. 
“For some of them, that’s 
their lunch every day for 
three days in a row," said 
Annette Sawchuck who ran 
the Strawberry Festival until 
about ten years .ago. 

All told, the church sells 
about 2.000 shortcakes 
across the weekend. It’s a lot 
of work, but Sawchuck said 
it’s also a great time. "I lived 
there from Thursday night 
until Sunday night," she said. 
‘Abu see a lot of people you 
know." It’s also a great way 
for church members to work 
together and grow closer. 

Be sure to order your 
shortcake early - “95 per- 
cent of the time, we sell out!" 
said Sawchuck

The kitchen has to 
lx* prepared and sanitized; 
tables and chairs must lx* set 
up in the parish house for 
people to sit ;uid eat Lobster 
lovers call weeks in advance 
to pre-order their rolls and 
schedule a pick-up time. 

I aicia Woods pissed the 
baton to .Art and Penny 
Myles in 2007, who in turn 
passed it to Dee Lemer 
and Jack Martin this year. 
Though Woods Ls not well 
enough to direct the fund- 
raiser herself anymore, her 
legacy will live on in the tra- 
dition and in the many fond 
hearts who remember when 
she began it 


Those who were there in 
the Woods days n*memlx*r 
her as “a cheerful lady who... 
got every one to follow her." 
One volunteer slid. She was 
an inspiration in her lobster 
headscarf and apron."

Mary Kennedy formerly 
played tlu* carillon, both 
for concerts ;uid for regular 
worship services, but sadly, 
she passed away from cancer 
earlier tins year. 

John Whiteside, music 
director for St. Stephen's, will 
fill her shoes this year. 

The carillon Ls a huge 
instrument with, literally, 
thousands of moving puls. If 
you thought 15)2 pounds was 
a lot of lobster, consider that 
that weight is only slightly 
greater tluui the weight of the 
smallest bell in St. Stephens’ 


Second Congregational 
Church saw a gap and moved 
to f ill it In those days, there 
was not a lot of food available 
to guests at the Arts Festi- 
val on the Common, so the 
church stepp'd up to provide 
tills necessary service with 
grilled burgers, hot dogs, 
and your favorite strawberry 
shortcake. 

Strawberry shortcake Ls a 
classic New England dessert, 
and tlu* berries are in season 
right around the time of tlu* 
festival. At first, the church 
also ran a little “country 
store" that weekend, vvliich 
provided linked goods and 
crafts. 

As the Arts Festival 
became more craft-oriented, 
the church craft fair grew 
redundant, and after a few 
years it was simply too much 
effort to be worth it. But the 
shortcakes stuck 

On Thursday of Festival 
week 500 quarts of straw- 
berries are picked up from

The IxTLs are controlled 
from a climate-controlled 
cabin below. Steel cables con- 
nect tlu* clapp*rs above to an 
instrument that resembles a 
piano or organ, except that, 
instead of keys, it features 
wooden batons and pedils. 
It’s played with both hands 
and feet. 


\\ hitesule loves the instru- 
ment. “It’s very subtle, lie 
says, demonstrating how 
a gentle strike pr< iriuvcs a 
softer sound than a hard 
strike. "And it's a lot of fun! 
You can play any kind of 
music - Broadway tunes, 
rock and roll . . ”

Loving those leftover odds and ends 


J ust before leaving 
town tor a few days’ 
vacation, or just after 
putting on a graduation 
party feast, there’s the 
matter of the refrigerator. 
It demands to be cleared 
of all the extraneous stuff 
those odd carrots that 
didn’t make it into the 
salad. Potatoes. Celery. 
Onions. Cherry tomatoes, 
although I don’t usually 
refrigerate them until they 
need it. 1 always buy more 
of those flavor-giving veg- 
gies than I need. I might 
get a sudden inspiration 
about what to cook and 
leave a few items behind. 
They linger in the veg- 
etable drawer accusing me 
of wasting food. 

On the shelves, ajar of 
roasted peppers that didn't 
all make it to the antipasto 
plate. I’d meant to tuck 
into sandwiches last week- 
end. I can’t allow those 
luscious things to linger. 
And maybe, way in the 
back is a bowl with a few

strands of spaghetti — not 
the kind with red sauce, 
but a salty, bacon-y one. 

On the dairy shelf, I 
could find half a dozen 
or so eggs. Those and the 
packaged egg whites never 
seem to disappear entirely. 
And then there’s those bits 
of cheese that didn’t quite 
make it into the sand- 
wiches either. When I buy 
a wedge, I rarely use the 
whole thing in one recipe. 

And then there’s the 
matter of the freezer. 
Leftover ice cream or cake 
is a rarity in my house. But 
there might be a cache of 
sausages in there. Or some 
minute steaks. 

So vacation or just the 


weekly trip to the grocery 
store can’t happen with- 
out using up this cache of 
treasure in one easy meal. 
All of the items above 
lend themselves easily to 
a frittata, a kind of cross 
between an omelet and 
a pizza. All the available 
meats and veggies, sauteed 
until tender, the whole 
batch cooked together 
with whisked eggs. When 
the bottom begins to 
brow n, sprinkle on the 
cheese and slide the pan 
under the broiler. The top 
turns a beautiful golden 
color and the whole thing 
puffs up almost like a 
souffle, and ready cut into 
wedges just like pizza. 
Good for breakfast with 
a steaming mug of coffee. 
Lunch or dinner with a 
green salad. Or, cold, in a 
sandwich for a late-night 
snack. It’s always a win. 

SPAGHETTI FRITTATA 

6 portions 

The skillet needs to be 


oven proof, stainless steel 
handle, etc so it won’t melt 
under the broiler. 

Make a thorough search 
of the refrigerator. This is 
where to find the treasures 
that make the recipe your 
own Cook everything in 
warmed olive oil in a skillet 
until tender, then go on with 
the recipe, using the same 
skillet 

■ 1 cup leftover spaghetti 
(not made with tomato 
sauce) 

■ 6 extra large eggs 

■ '6 cup Parmesan cheese 

■ salt, pepper 

■ heavy cream 

■ olive oil 

■ a few slivered fresh basil 
leaves, optional 

Beat together the eggs, 
half the parmesan cheese, 
cream, salt, pepper. Whisk 
m a bowl, then stir in the 
spaghetti so it’s evenly 
distributed. 

Set the oven broiler on 
high and adjust an oven rack 
to the second level below 
the top. 

Heat the olive oil in a large 
skillet. 10- to 12-inches, with 
an ovenproof handle. Add 


spaghetti mixture to the 
skillet. Cook until golden on 
one side, lifting it up as it 
cooks around the edges with 
a spatula to let egg mixture 
from the top flow to the 
bottom. 

When the top appears 
to be drying out but is still 
moist, sprinkle it with the 
remaining Parmesan cheese. 
Quickly transfer the skillet 
to the broiler, leaving the 
door partly open. Broil from 
3 to 10 minutes, until the 
top is golden and puffed up. 
Sprinkle the slivered basil, if 
using, over the top. so they 
release their fragrance while 
the skillet is still in the oven. 
Remove from the oven, cut 
into wedges right in the pan. 
and serve still hot.
